Heavy fighting still goes on with the 
British and Portuguese striking hard 
a gainst the enemy on the line of the 
River Lys, somewhat southwest of 
Armentieres, and the British holding 
the advance in check south of Ar­ 
mentieres and at Givenchy, the ex­ 
trem e end of the battle front. 
The purpose of the German efforts 
is not yet clear.

ed in entering the foremost defense 
a t several points along the front, but

While carpets have been woven 
in 
Bu lgaria for nearly 150 years the pro­ 
du ction of the finer qu alities dates 
from the “liberation” in 1878. Before 
that time Bu lgaria was a Tu rk ish prov­ 
ince and the produ ct of the looms was 
for domestic u se, little or no regard be­ 
ing had for the requ irements of mod­ 
ern taste. 
Since then, and especially 
du ring the last ten years, progress in 
the indu stry has been so mark ed that 
Bu lgarian carpets in design, textu re, 
finish and style have su rpassed those 
of Tu rk ish, Rou manian. Serbian or 
Grecian manu factu re.

BORN OF DESIRE FOR SPEED 


Fro m Earliest Ages Man Has So ughl 
Metho ds o f Transpo rtatio n Other 
Than His Feet. 


Dou btless the first form of constru c­ 
tive transportation was by the boat in 
the form of a flont and ou r earliest and 
simplest conception is a man astridfl 
n og; propelling it by hand and foot. — 
The idea of propu lsion stimu lated to 
activity the inventive geniu s of man’s 
mind, and we find him developing vari­ 
ou s inodes of land conveyances. The 
camel was drafted into service with 
the elephant, the horse and other ani­ 
mals. Then came the sledge, the first 
of natu re’s own constru ction, simply 
a fork ed tree limb. 
This gradu ally developed into 
a more 
perfect mode of conveyance, being 
mou nted on rollers or logs, and here 
began the development of the axle and 
the wheel. 
The most primitive form 
of wheel was the simple roller made 
from a tree tru nk , afterward differen­ 
tiated Into a pair of fixed wheels by 
trimming down the middle portion of 
the cylinder in su ch a manner as to 
leave the center of the tru nk as 
a 
rotating axle. 
The next step was the su bstitu tion 
of two shorter sections of tree tru nk s 
attached to a rotating axle; flat, rou nd 
cylinders of stone dou btless were u sed 
as well, and later a considerable ad­ 
vancement was mark ed by the su bsti­ 
tu tion of the fixed axle on which the 
cylinders rotated. 
The cart wheel similar to tlmt which 
may today be seen in the remote dis­ 
tricts of Mexico, Is dou btless the next 
noteworthy advance, and from these 
primitive steps we find Aristotle and 
other Greek philosophers interesting 
themselves in these important advance­ 
ments and earnestly agitating the 
minds of the mechanics of that period, 
in the effort to stimu late even greater 
improvements.
